In this report of the work in 
Conecuh County, P. R. Pettis, 
county agent, says that 175 
farmers poisoned part or all of 
their crop. A comparison with 
similar areas not poisoned re- 
veals that the average increase 
due to poisoning was 285 lbs of 
seed cotton per acre which he 
valued at $24.00. The cost of 
poisoning an acre for the sea- 
son was estimated at $9.00, 
leaving a profit of $15.00 an 
acre, At 1925 prices an acrecan 
be poisoned for less than $9,00 
caleum arsenate being cheaper 
this year. 

In Bullock County, J. A. Me- 
Leod reported that the increase 
due to poisoning was 310 lbs 
of seed cotton per acre. J. P. 
Wilson of Covington County re- 
ported 20 demonstrations in 
poisoning, some of which were 
not completed, but in spite of 
this there was a profit of $7.48 
an acre due to poisoning. 

Other county agents report- 
ing boll weevil poisoning dem- 
onstrations were S. L. Morrow, 
Lawrence; S. M. Day, Coosa- 
West Tallapoosa : J. L. Lawson, 
Lowndes; L. M. Hollingsworth, 
Marengo: R. SS. Parker, 
Lee; G. W. Ray, Dale; A. G. 
Harrell, Choctaw; L. A. Ed- 
monson, Montgomery ; and J. 
ay arbrough, Colbert. Wher- 
ever poison was applied in the 
right way at the right time the 
reports indicate practically un- 
animous satisfaction. 

Wntomologists at Auburn say 
that these results are in line 
with demonstrations and exper 
iments conducted elsewhere, 
showing that it is both feasible 
and profitable to posion 
weevils with calcium arsenate 


in dry form. They do not ad- 
vise the use of sweetened 
poison,
